rounded an abrupt curve. Engineer 
Blake slowed down, but not in time 
to avoid one cow, which was struck 
squarely and became wedged under 
the engine. 
This stopped the train, 


and Conductor Hackett sent Brake- 
man Albert H. Spaulding of this city 
bark to flag the track behind. Mean- 
while the engineer and Fireman James 
E. Bean -were trying to get the dead 
cow out from under the engine.

of which our bodies are made tip are 
shown by aualys:.-. to consist inaiuJy of 
thirteen elc:ucuts. Five of tlie.se when 
tmcoznbincd with olbcr clcaiesUs :;rc 
"the gases oxygen, hydrojren, r.ilrosc'a. 
chlorine and IMiorino. The re:r.ain;ug 
eight art' solid substaucos, three of 
which .ire, nonmetals— carbon, phos- 
phate and sutyliar— while the other five 
are metals— iron, calcium, liTftgnesiufn, 
potassium and sodium. Besides thwo 
thirteen elements are minute quanti- 
ties of :i few others, as silicon, niausa- 
nese anil co;ij:cr. This scientific analy-

The inspector of the museum's ex- 


hibit on m:\n first takes note of u jar 
of reddish powder. 
The label tells 


one that it is phosphorus, of which a 
person contains a pound and a half. 
The specimen owes its lurid hue to 
long exposure. In its natural stntu it 
is soft, wsixy and so inflammable r-s;it 
to prevent spontaneous combustion It 
Is preserved underwater. United with 
oxygen it forms phosphoric acid, which 
in turn combined with calcium. ::s 
phosphate of lime, is an important con- 
stituent of bone. Phosphorus also oc- 
curs in the brain and. nerves. Xcxt 
to the jar is a chunk of sulphur the 
size of an egg. 
It is found in various 


parts of the body, notably in the' bones 
and teeth. 
The next bottle contains 


what looks to be 5 cents' worth of 
darning needles. 
It represents one- 


tenth of nu ounce of iron, an impor- 
tant constituent of the red coloring 
matter of blood. 


The visitor next learns that bis body 


Includes three pounds and thirtec:) 
ounces of calcium, which incidentally 
may explain any hankering he may 
have for the limelight. 
This calcium 


Is a yellowish metal, somewhat harder 
than lead. It is the basis of lime and 
occurs throughout the body, principal- 
ly as bones and teeth, in the form of 
phosphate. 


On another jar one reads: "Potassium, 


a soft metal, easily cut with a knife 
and showing a silver white luster. 
When thrown on water it decomposes 
the water, combining with the oxygen 
with such avidity that the hydrogen, 
get free, takes fire. It is the basis of 
potash and occurs in the body prin- 
cipally as chloride and phosphate." 
Naturally you know this must all be 
so, but appearances are against it. 
The specimen does not in the least 
look like "a soft metal with a silver 
white luster." It is the living image 
of two pounds of shop worn dates, the 
appearance of it being due to exposure 
no doubt. 


In a 134 pound human body arc nine- 


ty-seven pounds of oxygon, which 
would if set free fill a space of nearly 
1,000 cijj^c feet The body also carries 
fifteen founds of hydrogen, which if 
allowed to escape1" would fill n, corre- 
sponding area. One should be partic- 
ularly glad to know about this gas, 
because it explains where spellbinders 
get their supplies. The specimens of 
these gases are compressed in big 
glass jars tlmt look sweaty inside, but 
otherwise tire apparently empty. Hy- 
drogen, like carbon, is burned iu the 
body by uniting with oxygon, tlius 
serving as fuel. The water produced 
is given off in the respiration through 
the Imiss and as perspiration through 
the skin.

ty-one pounds; cf anthracite coal.

The carbon taken Ju the 
body In food is burned In this way by 
the oxygon of the inhaled nir, yielding 
heat to keep tho body warm and force 
nuisculnr strength for work. Tho car- 
bonic acid gas i? given out by tuft lung's 
and skin. Carbon thus serves ns fuel 
for tho body aud Is its njost Important 
fuel element. 


i Then there are the .fats, twenty-two 
and one-fourth pounds out of 154. 
.man fnt consists of stearin, palruitnn 
and oleln, with varying portions In dif 
Cerent parts. On a card may be read: 
"Tho so called complex fata, protngon, 
fecithia, cerebriu and others, resemble 
tho neutral fats. Tho quantity ia uot 
definitely known, but Is supposed to 
amount to about twelve ounces. Those

Tbe men then proceed, according to 


ancient custom, to tho offices of Messrs. 
Bellamy, the old firm of wiue mer- 
chants, where by special permission 
the gallant yeomen drink the king's 
health iu tbe best port. In 17GO the 
firm of Belkimy applied to the authori- 
ties of tho houses of parliament to bL- 
permitted to rent and use as wiue cel- 
lars one portion of the empty vaults. 
This was granted, aud the custom was 
initiated by the founder of the flrm, 
"Old 
Bellamy," so to arrange the 


search that the yeomen of the guard 
should bring it to an end at the wine 
stores. There the announcement was 
made, '"All's well," and the guard, be- 
ing drawn up, drank the king's or 
queen's health in Bellamy's old port— 
"God 
save the king." The wine cellars 


have beea removed elsewhere, but the 
good custom remains. 


The yeomen of the guard are a most 


fascinating institution, the first perma- 
nent body guard of England's sover- 
eigns and the first permanent corps of 
trained soldiers in our history. Imi- 
tated perhaps from the Scottish gu.-ml 
of the French kings, the corps was 
formed as far back as the year 1485. 
When Heary VII. landed in England 
from Normandy he was accompanied 
by a small guard of Euglish and Welsh 
who had shared bis exile. They were 
with him at Bosworth, aud surrounded 
by them he received the crown of Eng- 
land. 


It was this body of personal attend- 


ants that became, in September, 14S5, 
the yeomen of the guard, ever since thc 
personal bodyguard of the sovereigns 
of England, It still retains the pic- 
turesque dress with the original title 
of yeomen, which it wore under its 
first captain, John de Vere, earl of Ox- 
ford. 
Tlie original duty of the corps 


was to protect the king in battle and 
otherwise, and he was accompanied by 
bis yeomen wherever he went. 
Thc 


yeomen of tho guard .have taken part 
in many a battle Aiid siege and in most 
royal pag&ants from the Field of the 
Cloth of Gold to the opening of parlia- 
ment. 


When his majesty the king opens 


parliament tlie beef eaters will be in 
close attendance on the state coach. 
The office of captain of the guard is a 
political one and changes with the gov- 
ernment, but the MbutcniHit, tho cu- 
eign, the clerk of tlie cheque, or ad- 
jutant, and the exons aro required to 
havo served in the army or marines 
and have seen war service. The yeo- 
men must have been noncommissioned 
officers in thc army or marines of ap- 
proved aud distinguished service, aud 
the appointments, as may be imagined, 
are the most highly prized of any 
which are open to old soldiers. Thc 
yeomen of the guard aro very fre- 
quently confounded with the warders 
of tlie Tower, but they are now a dis- 
tinct body. 
When Henry VIII. relin- 


quished the Tower as a residence he 
was uot unmindful of the dignity nt- 
tachlnsr to It Twelve yeomen of tho 
guard were left behind as Tower ward- 
ers, who then became a separate or- 
ganization, with a (dlghtly different 
dress, but .with tbe gamo pay and al- 
lowances. 


The nickname of beef eaters, which 


lina been bestowed on tho yeomen ot 
the guard, Is of comparatively modern 
origin, nnd It la amusing to recall how 
writers have endeavored to account foi

FOR AMERICAN SHIPPING 


Hon. Charles H. Grosvenor otOMo, 


defending in the lower House of Con- 
gress the bill ot Senator Gallinger of 
New Hampshire in aid of the Ameri- 
can merchant marine, spoke as fol- 
lows: 


"Mr. Chairman, we are spending in 


the United states enormous sums of 
money for subsidies. Yet, Mr. Chair- 
man, the word 'subsidy' shocks 
a 


great many of the -American people. 
H you can only correctly call a thing 
a- subsidy you have enlisted a clam- 
or equal to Gen. Grant's recollection 
-of the sound of the coyotes in his 
•first famous journey across the plains. 
"What is a subsidy? A subsidy is well 
denned by the word 'subsidize' in the 
dictionaries!—'to furnish with a sub- 
sidy; to- purchase assistance by the 
payment of a subsidy; to assist an 
Individual or an undertaking with 
money; pecuniary aid, aid gven in 
money; to specify; an aid or tax for- 
merly granted by Parliament to the 
Crown to meet urgent or pressing ne- 
cessities', levied on every subject of 
ability according to the value of his 
lands or goods.' 
The appropriation 


bills of Congress from year to year 
are crowded and, I might say, over- 
whelmed with subsidies. "We expand 
more money per annum for the deep- 
ening and widening and straightening 
_of_the rivers-and harbors of the "Uni- 
ted States than would carry the op- 
erations of this bill through to the 
end of its existence—ten years—and 
every dollar of that money is a sub- 
sidy to the commerce of the country 
No sooner does a foreign shipbuilder 
announce that the present draft of his 
largest ship is not met by correspond- 
ing depth of water in American har- 
bors, and that he could make more 
money if tha American Congress 
would excavate the American harbor 
a little deeper, so that the foreign 
ships could carry a little more car- 
go and earn a little more money, than 
the American Congress rushes jts en- 
gineering force to ascertain and make 
a jproject for the deepening of the har- 
bors of the country in order that the 
foreign demand for deeper water and 
deeper draft of .ships shall be met 
out of the pockets of the American 
people. That is a matter of pure sub- 
sidy, nothing else; it 
can 
be de- 


scribed by no other name; it meets 
the dictionary definition; it 
meets 


the common-'sense definiton; it meets 
every definition." 


Mr. Gtosvenor spoke truth. Mil- 


lions of dollars are spent every year 
for subsidies, and yet when Congress 
is asked to aid jn the up-building of 
our deep-sea carrying trade, we hear 
a storm of protests. It is class legis 
lation we are told. Subsidy bills are 
denounced as measures intended to 
aid capitalists, to stifle 
competition 


and to create a monopoly in ocean 
commerce. 


Yet, 
many of the same people who 


•trongly oppose all subsidy measures 
will bemoan the decline of American 
foreign commerce. They 
know, or 


(should know, how our merchant fleet 
was 80 sadly reduced in size. They 
cannot be Ignorant of the fact that 
other commercial powers subsidize 
their steamship lines. They raustcer 
talnly be aiw«ro of the fact that ship 
mechanic* and sailors ot other conn 
trie* are paid much less than those 
of America. How then, do they ex 
peel American shipbuilders and own 
wra .to compete with their European 
rivals unless they are given protec 
UM? 


It would certainly b« a good many 


years before the subsidy system could 
create a- monopoly. It would take a 
long time to bring into being a mer- 
chant fleet large enough to handle 
even a fair share of 
our overseas 


trade. A monopoly practically exists 
today, a foreign monopoly, which 
treacherously fights every effort to 
mate"* great American merchant 
fleet possible. 


Something must be done. 
Why. 


then, condemn every measure intend- 
ed to better conditions without sug- 
gesting a practical substitute?

The battle of Malvern 
Hill 
was 


fought on July 1, 18C2. It was a neg- 
ative victory for the North. 
Army 


and gunboats joined in the defense 
of Malvern Hill, and the Union forces 
succeeded in repulsing the 
determ- 


ined onslaughts of Lee's men until 
nightfall. 
- 


At this time-, however, MeClellan 


withdrew his men under 
cover of 


darkness, malting a "masterly re- 
treat." The action of Malvern Hill 
was the last important Set in 
the 


drama of 1862 ahout Richmond. The 
battle of Malvern Hill was reckoned 
a Southern victory "by all the South- 
ern leaders, being the prelude to Mc- 
Clellan's immediate withdrawal. 


The city council has instructed May- 


or Marvin to go ahead and appoint 
the committee, but the mayor has 
not yet done so. Many are wonder- 
ing if he will confine himself to se- 
lecting members of the city council 
or pick out men who are reckoned 
as leading citizens in the non-office 
holding walks of life.

e policy of the Forest Service is 


not to hold the reserves out of use, 
but to secure their fullest and most 
permanent use. To this end, grazing- 
under proper restrictions is permit- 
ted. Happily, these restrictions haive 
thus far met with general approval. 


From the first, the importance of 


fitting the regulations to local condi- 
tions has been recognized 
Rules oc- 


casioning needJess hardship to stock- 
men have been modified, and1 emer- 
gencies 
demanding 
instant 
action 


have been promptly ^net. 


When a new reserve has been pro- 


claimed all stock grazing upon it is 
allowed to remain during the first 
year, if, afterwards, this number is 
found to be too great for the 
re- 


sources of the range, it is gradually 
reduced. Stockmen are aided in ef- 
fecting a satisfactory distribution of 
their stock upon the range and In se- 
curing from it the most profitable 
and permanent use. Small stock own- 
ers living in the vicinity of the re- 
serves arc given snch preference in 
the allotment of grazing privileges as 
will protect their interests. First oc 
cuipants of the range 
and 
farmers 


owning improved lands adljacent are 
also preferred. The rights of large 
owners based upon the range custom 
of the past are recognized, and re- 
ductions in the number of their stock 
are required only when necessary 'to 
protect the range 
01 the grazing 


ights of bona fide settleis. 
Necessary range divisions between 


owners of different kinds of stock 
are made, and controversy between 
toeepmen and cattlemen is promptly 
ended. 
Where necessary, the con- 


truction of drift or division fences 
s also allowed, provided the 
area 


enced is not greater than the needs 
3f the stock owner. 


Outside th© forest reserves, how- 


ever, is an area of public land, cl- 
imated at 400,000,000 acres, which 
has no present value except for graz- 
ng purposes On this land grazing is 
wholly unrestrained by law. Com- 
mercial interests, great 
and 
small, 


lave competed for its use, and the 
result has been abuse of the lange 
Millions of acres have been reckless- 
y overgrazed and practically ruined. 
!n his last annual message the Pres- 
dent says: "It is probable that the 
present grazing value of the 
open 


niblic range is scarcely more than 
lalf what it once was or 
what it 


might easily ha again under careful 
•egulation." Somo stockmen 
have, 


to the exclusion of others, possessed 
themselves of the strategic positions 
—that Is, the lands controlling the 
streams, springs, and other watering 
places, and by this means have se- 
cured temporary control of the- ad- 
joining grazing lands.

avoid the application of sweeping ana 
ironclad regulations to an area, so

of the Public 


Landfe- Commission show that immed- 
iate application of any inflexible rule 
to all grazing lands alike, regardless 
of local conditions or grazing values, 
would be disastrous, and 
that im- 


provement must be sought through 
the gradual introduction into each lo- 
cality of such form of control as is 
specifically suited to it. 


In his message, already referred to, 


the President says:

"The best use of the public graz- 


ing lands requires the careful exam- 
ination and classification 
of these 


lands in order to give each settler 
land enough to support his family 
and1 no more. While this work is be- 
ing done, and until the land's are set- 
tled, the Government should take con- 
trol of the open range, under reason- 
able regulations suited to local needs 
following the general policy already 
in successful operation en the forest 
reserves."

Plam to Re4«ce De*4 Letters. 


Mr. DeGraw, the fourth assistant 


postmaster general, appreciating that 
much remains to be accomplished In 
reducing the number of "dead" letters 
to a minimum, recently obtained au- 
thority from Postmaster Gencrr! Cor- 
telyou to adopt a plan of procedure 
which, it is believed, will materially 
aid in solving the problem and thereby 
benefit the general public and relieve 
the department. The plan contem- 
plates inclosing wltb each letter for- 
warded to addressee or returned to 
writer from the division of dead let- 
ters a card containing a model form of 
address for mail matter as well as 
brief instructions In connection with 
the writing of addresses. 


The card bears the suggestion that 


ink be used In writing addresses, that 
the name of the addressee as well as 
the street number, postofflce and state 
be written plainly and that the writ- 
er's name and address, with a return 
| request, be placed in the upper loft 
i hand corner of letters, etc. 
j Mr. DeGraw believes that if those 
; suggestions are followed there will be 
I a marked reduction 1n tbe number of 
pieces of mail matter that fall of de- 
livery. 


Architecture of Public Ballilin~s.

Inches on cadi side, although thc base 
of the plllur is immovable, aud the 
stones are SD flrssly cemented that it 
seems H!:e :» solid piece of stone. 


Au authority who stutc-s that no 


satisfactory solution of this peculiarity 
has beeu gives writes: ""What is very 
singular is that, although the four bells 
are about the same distance from the 
trembling pillar, only one of them has 
any effect ou it. The others may be 
mug singly or all together without 
moving it." 


In 1775 a little window was made in 


the roof of the church opposite thc pil- 
lar. A board was placed on top of the 
pillar, and on it were put two glasses 
of water. Then the bell was rung. Im- 
mediately the pillar bc-gan to sway, and 
at the fifth stroke of the bell the two 
glasses were thrown off. 


The ringing of this bell has no effect 


on the pillars between the phenomenal 
one and the tower nor on any of the 
others, but formerly it was the first pil- 
lar which swayed, then it became im- 
movable, and some years ago the one 
next to it became the eccentric one.

N'c^t to the u:nyor tlic roc-order is the 


most accieut public official iu the city. 
Ills office dates back to the Dongou 
charter, sivon with the authority of 
Kins James II. to the city of Xew 
i'ork in April, IfvSC.. Tlie governing 
body of the city were the mayor, the 
recorder nu;l the aldermen. 


From tlie recorder sprang, in 1S21, 


the old court of common pleas, which 
later became the supreme court. Orig- 
inally IBG mayor and the recorder held 
all the court in New York, both civil 
anil criminal, the aldermen sitting also 
to aid in disposing of petty cases. The 
recorder was u member of the board 
of aldermen. (?uc of his important du- 
ties was to pass on competency for citi- 
zenship. 


The tirst recorder was James Gra- 


ham, appointed by charter. His duties 
included uoso of tbe present recorder

made 
the 
matches, carrying them 


about in a basket for sale. Few houaca 
with any pretension escaped without 
at least one call n day froui these voud- 
crs as loug as the trade lasted. 


The great difficulty was to Cnd dry 


tinder. Xatr.rally it was very roiiiy to 
absorb moisture, and when allowed t.i 
become damp the difficulty of obtain- 
ing a light iu tho morning was pi-en t. 
To avoid lb:3 trouble tho tinder box 
was usually kept la a-spcelnlly 
place. Often there -wns a small niche 
made on purpose in the brickwork at 
the back of the large open hearth 
place. 
Often the bos was placed in 


the evening on the hearth close to the 
fire aud at bedtime was carried r.p 
stairs warm and dry and placed be- 
neath the pillow.
